CCurcaco, October 23.—The dissenters from 
the action taken at the Minneapolis convention 
have declared open war with the executive 
doard of the Knights of Labor, and have is- 
sued their declaration, of independence.

stopped im Chicago, and determined 
to bring about a reorganization of the 
order. They elected & provisional 
cemmittee of five members, of 
which Charles F.Seib was made secretary. A 
long communication was drafted at Secretary 
Seib’s office today, and will be forwarded to- 
morrow, in circular form, to the Knights of 
Labor allover the country. The following is 
the communication :

‘or doctored to admit or rule out, as the case

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MEETING PROCLAIMED. 


The Police Make a Desent on the Stand and 
‘f Disperse the Meeting. 


Dusuin, October 23.—Placards were 
in Woodford, county Galway, this morning, 
summoning an indignation meeting under 
the auspices of the British home rule union. 
Sir Wilfred Blunt, the well known philan- 
thropist and the benefactor of Arabi Pasha, 
who was formerly a conservative but is now a 
home ruler, was announced to preside, sup- 
ported by Mr. Rowland and other English 
members of parliament. The meeting was 


proclaimed by the goverment and 
reinforcement of police and troops 
arrived in the mornin and pa- 
raded the streets. Thousands of persons 


flocked into town. <A platform was erected in 
afleld behind the main street. When the 
speaker mounted the platform, Divisional 
Magistrate Byrne forbade Blunt to hold the 
meeting. Blunt defied the magistrate, and the 
police were ordered to clear the platform. Sev- 
eral policemen seized Blunt, and although he 
violently resisted, threw him from the plat- 
form. Blunt returned to the platform and was 
again thrown off. Then, pale and breathless, 
he shouted: 

“Are yousuch damned cowards that you 
dare not arrest me ?’’ 

The district inspector replied: 

**T arrest you.’’ 

Bluunt was then seized and marched off un- 
der escort, his wife following. The police 
charged upon the crowd that followed, and 
injured many persons. Mr. Rowland asked for 
three cheers for Blunt, which were given 
heartily. The crowd was kept back by the 
Fusileers. Blunt was brought before a magis- 
trate and on refusing to promise to refrain 
from participating in other mectings, he was 
retained in custody. Bluntand another pris- 
oner were conyeyed to, Longhrea jail this 
evening. 

During the row Constable Connor refused to 
obey the order to charge the crowd, and threw 
down his baton. He was arrested. 

Two meetings were afterward held on the 
outskirts of town, at which the arrest of Blunt 
was denounced. 

This morning, before the meeting, Blunt 
handedgj to M agistrate §Bryne a written pro- 
test against the government’s action in pro- 
claiming the meeting. Later Inspector Mur- 
phy visited Blunt and informed him that no 
mceting would be allowed, 

Blunt when asked whether he would give 
bail, replied thatas an Englishman, he _ be- 
lieved that the whole action of the police was 
illegal, and that he would rather be impris- 
oned than give a pledge to the representatives 
of the tory government. ) 

After the struggle on the platform Lady 
Blunt fainted and lay on the grass unconscious 
for some time. Mrs. Rowland and several re- 
porters also suffered in the scuftie. Rev. Mr. 
Fagan was arrested, but was afterward re- 
leased. Mr. Roche, a poor law guardian, was 
arrested for assaulting the police. Lady Blunt 
clung to her husband’s arm and refused to 
leave him. 

Sir Wilfred Blunt’s ‘letter to Magistrate 
Byrne, guaranteed moderate languarge on the 
part of the speakers. He warned the magis- 
trate that he would hold him responsible if he 
attacked an unarmed, orderly meeting. Over 
thirty persons were more or less seriously in- 
jured at Woodford. The feeling against the 
policeruns very high. It is stated that in 
many instances they had recourse to unneces- 
sary brutality. 

The news of the arrest of Wilfred Blunt 
caused the greatest excitement in Dublin. A 
feeling of intense gratification prevails among 
the nationalists. Mr. Harrington tonight saic 
that he did not believe Mr. Blunt would be de- 
tained or prosecuted, “‘but,’”’ he added, ‘‘it will 
do good, and. I should not-wonder if we hear 
more of it.”’ Mr. William O*Brien was pay- 


ing a visit to Mr. Dillon 
when the news of Mr. Blunt’s 
arrest arrived. Both genlemen expressed 


great concern for the personal inconvenience 
to which Mr. Blunt would be subjected, but 
eould not conceal their gratification at the turn 
events had taken. Interest was intensified 
whenit became known that the telegraph 
wires between Portumna and Woodford had 
been cut, and service suspended for-several 
hours. The greatest activity prevailed at Dub- 
lin castle, communications being constantly 
sent and received. ; 

The attempt to evict the Widow Foley at 
Bally Kerogne, was resumed later on Satur- 
day, when the defenders of the house were ar- 
rested by the police. 


THE RED FLAG DISPLAYED. 


The London Working Men in Westminster 
Abbey. 

Lonpon, October 23.—Several thousand of 
the unemployed with a red flag at their head, 
marched in procession this afternoon from 
Trafalgar square to Westminster Abbey. and 
although no invitation had been 
extended, twelve hundred of the crowd 
were admitted. The flag was left in charge of 
the vergers. Inside the abbey many of the 
unexpected visitors remained covered, and in- 
dulged in whistling, while others mounted the 
pedestals of the various statues, or mingled 
with the other people present, who mosily left 
the building. he crowd, as a rule,ehewed to- 
bacco and expectorated everywhere, regardless 
of the sorroundings, until the first lesson was 
announced, when the reader was loudly jeered, 
completely drowing his voice. The second 
lesson was similarly received. Canon Proth- 
ers then preached a sermon, taking for his 
text Romans, chapter 12, verse 1. In his dis- 
course he argued that the punishment of the 
lawbreaker was necessary for the good of the 
community. This was received with 
cries of “Oh, oh!” and ‘‘bosh!’’. The preach- 
er earnestly appealed for order, and exhorted 
his hearers to try and uproot the evil and 
plant good instead. 

“That’s what we are trying to do,” was 
shouted, and received with cries of 
‘“‘hear!’’ “hear!’’ and cheers. 

Canon Prothers now threw his notes aside, 
and addressed himself directly to the roughs. 
He said: 

“Levislation could alone provide a remedy for 
hunger and suffering, but everybody could ex- 
press sympathy.” {Loud laughter followed by 
a voice, ‘That we shall get.”"] Canon Prothers 
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— 
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continued: ‘‘Charitable agencies might do 
much,’’ |A voce; ‘‘we don’t want charity, we 
want work.”’] The reverend gentleman en- 
listed the attention of the mob when he advo- 
cated state assistance in times of distress. At 
the close of his remarks, the mob hissed and 
marched out of the abbey, cordially cheered 
by their comrades in waiting outside. The 
whole mob then proceeded, shouting and hoot- 
ing to Trafalgar square, where the leaders de- 
nounced the church and the police. Several 
arrests were made of brawling persons and 
thieves. 


NO MEDIATION NEEDED, 


Because Ireland is Able to Govern Herself 


Without Help. 


Rome, October 23.—Monsignor Persico, the 
papal envoy to Ireland, has returned to this 
city. It is stated that atan audience held 
with Cardinal Rampella, papal secretary of 
state, og ag ocr Persico declared that his re- 
ception in Ireland could not have been more 
satisfactory. The political situation in that 
country, he said, was unchanged, the Roman 
Catholic bishops finding themselves unable to, 
even in the interest of the church, alter their 
attitude toward the British government. It is 
reported that Cardinal Simeoni, prefect of the 
propaganda, Monsignor Persico and Father 
Gualdi, who accow panies the latter to Ireland, 
will, however, continue to seek data to serve 
asa basig of mediation which the pope is 
anxious to offer.

Who Attacked Rev. Warren Can- 
dier’s Theater Sermon 


PROVES TO BE REV. DR. D. C. KELLY, 


One of the Pillars of 
Episcopal Church South— 
A Sharp Incident. 


NASHVILL#, Tenn., October’23.—[Special.J— 
The Abbott-Candler sensation has been re- 
newed in intensity by: the acknowledgement, 
yesterday, of Rev. D.C. Kelley, one of the 
most prominent Methodist clergymen in the 
state, that he it was who so severely attacked 
Rev. Warren Candlera few daysago. Several 
days after the episede in McKendree church, 
the American printed a letter from ‘“‘an emi- 


“nent divine,’’ who said: 

Mr. Candler denounces the man as igure t who 
says that Christianity has purified the theater. He 
adds that there isnot somuch filthin the Greek 
and Latin plays asin the modern drama. He men- 
t.ons some of these authors. Are not the facts the 
exact opposite of what he states them to be? ‘Take 
one ofthe purest authors he names—Sophocles. His 
Edipus Tyrrannis has as the center of its plot an act 
so dire that no modern dramatist could be induced 
to think ofits use fora moment. No cultivated au- 
dience would tolerate it fora moment. The cruelty, 
the nudity, the ccarse and lustful figures of the 
ancient drama are noteven ayproached in Swin- 
burne, the filthiest of modern poets, 

Christianity has elevated the stage quite as much 
as it hasimproved the religions of the worid. It 
holds up an ideal far removed from the practical 
religious life of the world and farther removed from 
the practical theatrical life, tut it has elevated both 
marvelously. The most ignorant man ought to be 
able to know this by the fact that Christian growth 
forbids today the use of phrase after phrase of 
Shakspeare which were foliowed in England when 
the plays were first put on the stage. The theater is 
not yet clear, butit is far, very far, removed from 
its past horrors and degradations. The histrionic 
talent is as surely God-given, and for noble pur- 
poses, as the preacher’s gi.t; or the power of song 
or poetry. Condemn the evil, commend the good. 
if The American reports justly, there are few edu- 
cated, refined, Christian people who would not have 
chosen the attitude of Miss Abbott on that Sunday 
to the preacher’s—her discriminating applause of 
the noble in the profession to his uacha:itable, uni- 
versal denunciation. The defense of her spotles 
name, which at the close of a week of honest work 
she found so rudely assailed, not by a ruffian, but 
by a preacher. 

The overwhelming number of the stock of quota- 
tions made by the sermon are leveled against a stage 
such as no audience in auy thing but a variety 
would tolerate for a moment, and such are unknown 
tothe better Anierican audiences, The stage needs 
purification, elevation, but ignorant, narrow, and 
indiscriminate abuse will not help but hinder to 
this end. 

A pure theater wi'l help usherin the millennium 
and form doubtiess an element in its duration. Mr. 
Candler says of the theater: “It represents only 
that tragic and comic part of human nature which 
is represented in silly lauchter and hysterical tears.’’ 

It is hard to believe th:4 a boy who has completed 
the curriculum of a high school eould write or speak 
this—yet this speaker holds the diploma of a potlaee. 
Literature must have been left out of the course 
when he passed theie. 

Again he says: ‘It can’t be arecreation and a 
Echoo!l both.’’ 

The speaker must have had in bis mind the supper 
and,wines after the play. He can not by any possible 
conception have been ignorant of the fact that 
change of mental labor, even though the new topic 
be more difficult than t! at already in hand, isa re- 
creation. Teachers, lawyers statesmen and authors 
bear you witness to tle relief and educative effect 
alike of high drama, either tragedy or comedy. Can 
the preacher have read Hamlet or Faust? How 
then could’ he haye uttered the above? Miss Ab- 
bott, as an untarnished Christian, had the right of 
defens:, and used it atthe right time and place. 

As soon as this article, which represented a 
preacher as not only defending the stage, bat 
as attacking Mr. Candler’s literary ability and 
justifying Miss Abbott’s reply as having been 
made ‘‘at the right time and place,’’ appeared, 
Mr. Candler demanded of the editor of the 
American the name of the author,in order 
that he might be certain that he was not deal- 
ing with aman of straw. A long correspon- 
dence took place, the result of which was Mr. 
Candier’s failure to secure the desired infor- 
mation. 

While this correspondence was going on, the 
official members of McKendree church met, 
and had before them resolutions sustaining the 
~ tte During the discussion, the venerable 

sishop McTyiere entered, and began to speak. 
He described his pain as while traveling he 
read the printed reports, and his confidence 
that McKendree church had never applauded 
the words of the actress. After sustaining 
and eulogizing the position of Mr. Candler, he 
turned to the ‘Eminent Divine,” and said: 

Wherennto will this grow? If one actress makes 
anadvyertisement by if, who next? The publig 
should see to it at least that it be nota free adyer- 
tisement. The vicious and idle would be delighted 
to see Christian churches made a place for badger- 
ing and bear-baiting ministers. This is fair play in 
their estimation. But churches are not built and 
supported by this class; neither were they dedicated 
to such uses, 

I cannot close without expressing my grief and 
astonishment at ananonymous article in yesterday's 
American, which, the editor tells us, was written 
by an “eminent divine.”’ Savethe eminent! Save 
the divine! Can it be possibie that he is a Mcthod- 
ist? We expect sinners—and only a certain class of 
them—to revile faithful ministers, but when an 
“eminent divine’ joins in the attempt to ery down 
Brother Candler, there is more rcason why the 
church he has served should speak out. ‘I trust Mc- 
Kendree church will utterno uncertain sound to- 
night. 

The resolutions were then unanimously 
passed. Ina letter to the Nashville Banner 
on the conduct of the American toward him, 
Mr. Candler said: 

This popes Iam told, is owned very largely by 
some of the leading stockholders in the Theater 
Vendome. This fact will be considered by the pub- 
lic in passing upon the fairness of the paper during 
this whole affair. Of the judgment of the editor in 
laying upon me the weight of ‘‘eminence”’ attached 
to him by the divine, who assailed me personally, 
sneeringly, insinuating my ignorance, accusing me 
ot assailing a woman’s fair name, and then of his 
Cenying me the name of the writer, let a fair- 
a inded public judge. 

He will judge whether he is honored by an article 
which commends the open attack of a woman and 
makes a covert assault itseif{ If his notions of 
manliness can permit him to remain in his hiding 
place under all the circumstances, I decline to have 
auy words with him. 

In the Christian Advocate, "just out, Mr. 
Candler prints this card, under the head of 
“The Eminent Divine,’’ in which he says: 

Since writing the card which appears in another 
column I have received a note from Key. Db. C.

SUEZ CANALTO BE NEUTRAL. 


Two Important European Conventions to 
Be bigned Up. 

Paris, October 23.—Negotiatiods for con- 
yentions regarding the New Hebrides Islands 
and the Suez canal have been concluded, and 
the convention will be signed tomorrow. The 
Suez canal convention provides that the canal 
shall be kept open intime of wars; that no 
act of hostility shall be permitted at either of 
its approaches or on its banks within a zone to 
be determined by an international commission ; 
that the powers shall neither embark nor 
disombark troops or war material on the 
canal or in the ports of France, and that if 
Egypt proves unable to compel respect for the 
treaty, she willappeal to Turkey, who, in 
concert with the signatory powers will take 
necessary measures to enfore obedience. 1t is 
reported that Germany, Austria and Russia 
already approved the Suez convention. 

The New Hebrides convention confirms the 
agreements of 1878 and 1883, and provides that 
any action necessary to maintain order, shall 
resolve upon English and French men of war, 
and that France shall evacuate the military 


posts.

And Denounces Jay Gould for Having Stolen

BALTIMORE, Md., October 23.—Robert Gar- 
rett and party started this morning on their 
trip to the Pacific coast and Mexico.

Just before 
the train started, Sergeant-at-arms Johnson, 
ofthe Philadelphia common council, hada 
few words of conversation with Mr. Garrett, 
and those on the platform were greatly sur- 
prised to hear the ex-president of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad say, in a loud voice:

“FORGIVENESS.” 


Rev. Dr. Talmage’s Sermon Last 
Sunday Morning 


AT THE BROOKLYN TABERNACLE. 


Text: Ephesiansiv, 26: “Let Not the Sun 
Go Down Upon Your Wrath”’— 
An Eloquent Discourse. 


Brooxiyn, October 23.—[Special.]—The 
Rey. T. De Witt Talmage, D. D., preached in 
the Brookiyn tabernacle this morning on the 
subject: ‘‘Forgiveness Before. Sundown.” 
After. explaining some passages concerning 
Hezekiah, Dr. Talmage gave out the following 
hymn, which was sung by the congregation: 

‘This glorious hope revives 


Our courage by the way, 
While each in expectation lives 


And longs to see. the day.” . 


Profesor Henry Eyre Browne rendered on 
the organ an aria with variations, by Cramer. 
The text of the sermon was from Ephesus 4:26 
—*‘Let not the sun go down upon your wrath.”’ 
Dr. Talmage said: 

What a pillow embroidered ofall colors hath 
the dying day! This cradle of clouds from 
which the sun rises is beautiful enough, but it 
is surpassed by the many-colored mausoleum in 
which at evening itis buried. Sunset among 
the mountains! It almost takes one’s breath 
away to recall the scene. The long shadows 
stretching over the plain make the glory of the 
departing light, on the tip-top crags and struck 
aslant through the foliage, the more transpicu- 
ous. Saffron and gold, purple and crimson 
commingled. All the castles of cloud in con- 
tlagration. Burning Moscows in the sky. 
Hanging gardens of roses at their deepest 
blush. Seapeeh of vapor, red as if from carn- 
age, in the battle of the elements. The hunter 
among the Adirondacks,jand the Swiss villager 
among the Alps know what isa sunset among 
the mountains. After a storm at sea 
the rolling grandeur into which the sun goes 
down to bathe at nightfall is something to 
make weird and splendid dreams out of fora 
lifetime. Alexander Smith in his poem com- 
pares the sunset to ‘‘the barren beach of hell ;”’ 
but this wonderful spectacle of nature makes 
me think of the burnished wall of heaven. 
Paul in prison writing my text remembers 
some of the gorgeous sunsets among the mount- 
ains of Asia Minor, and how he had often seen 
the towers of Damascus blaze in the close of 
the Oriental days, and he flashes out that 
memory in the text when he says: ‘‘Let not 
the sun go down upon your wrath.’’ 

Sublime and all suggestive duty for people 
then and people now. Forgiveness before sun- 
down. e who never feels the throb of indig- 
nation is imbecile. He whocan walk among 
the injustices of the world, inflicted upon him- 
self and others, without flush of cheek, or flash 
of eye, or agitation of nature, is either in sym- 
pathy with wrong or semi-idiotic. When 
Ananias, the high priest, ordered the con- 
stables of the courtroom to smite Paul in the 
mouth, Paul fired up and said: ‘God shall 
smite thee, thou whited wall.’’ In the sen- 
tence immediately before my text Paul com- 
mands the Ephesians: ‘‘Be ye angry and sin 
not,’’ It all depends on what you are mad at 
and how long the feeling lasts whether anger 
is right or wrong. Life is full of 
exasperations. S@ul after David. Succoth 
after Gideon, Korah after Moses, the Pasquins 
after Augustus, the Pharisees after Christ, 
and everyone has had his pursuers, and we 
are swindled, or belied, or misrepresented, or 
persecuted, orin some way wronged, and the 
danger TS that healthful indignation shall be- 
come baleful spite, and that our feelings settle 
down into a,prolonged outpouring of temper 
displeasing toGod and ruinous to ourselves, 
and hence the important injunction of the 
text, ‘‘Let not the sun go down upon your 
wrath.” 

Why that limitation to one’s anger? Why 
that period of flaming vapor set to punctuate a 
flaming disposition? What has the sunset got 
to do with one’s resentful emotions? Wasita 
haphazard sentiment written by Paul without 
special significance? No, no; I think of five 
reasons why we should not let the sun set be- 
fore our temper sets. 

First: Because twelve hours is long enough 
to be cross about any wrong inflicted upon us. 
Nothing is so exhausting to physical health or 
mental faculty as a protracted tndulgence of 
ill-humor. lt racks the rervyous system, it 
hurts the indigestion, it heats the blood in 
brain and heart until the whole body is first 
overheated and then depressed. Besides that, 
it sours the disposition, turns one aside from 
his legltimate work, expends energies that 
ought to be better employed and does us more 
harm than it does our antagonist. Paul gives 
us a good, wide allowance of time for legiti- 
mate denunciation, from six o’clock to six 
o’clock, but says: “Stop there!’’ Watch the 
descending orb of day, and when it reaches 
the horizon takeareef in your disposition. 
Unloose your collar and cool off. 
change the subject to something delightfully 
pleasant. -Unroll your tight fist and shake 
hands with some one. Bank up the fires at 
the curfew bell. Drive the howling dog of 
enmity back to its kennel. The hours of the 
morning will pass by, and the afternoon wiil 
arrive, and the sun will begin to set, and I beg 
you on its blazing hearth throw all your feuds, 
invectives and satires. 

Other things being equal, the man who pre- 
serves good temper will come out ahead. An 
old essayist says that the celebrated John Hen- 
derson of Bristol, England, was at a dining 
party where political excitement ran high and 
the debate got angry, and while Henderson 
was speaking, his opponent, unable to answer 
his argument, dashed a glass of wine in his 
face, when the speaker deliberately wiped the 
liquid from hisfaceand said: ‘This, sir, isa di- 
gression ; now, if you please, for the main argu- 
ment.’’ While worldly philosophy could help 
but very few tosuch equipoise of spirits, the 
grace of God could help any man tosucha 
triumph. “Impossible,” yousay, “I would 
have eitherleft the table in anger or haye 
knocked the man down.’”’ But I have come to 
believe that nothing is impossible if God —_ 
since what I saw at Beth-Shan faith cure in 
London, England, two summers ago, While 
the religious service was going on, Rev. Dr. 
Boardman, glorious man! since gone to his 
heavenly rest, was telling the scores of sick 
people present that Christ was there as of old 
to heal ail diseases, and that,ifthey would 
only believe, their sickness would depart. I 
saw a woman nearme, with band and arm 
twisted of rheumatssm, and her wrist was 
fiery of inflammation, and it looked like those 
cases of chronic rheumatism which we have all 
seen and sympathized with, cases beyond all 
human healing. At the preacher’s reiteration 
of the words: ‘‘Will you believe? Do you 
believe? Do you believe now?” I heard this 
poor sick woman say, with an emphasis which 


sounded{through the building: ‘‘I do believe.”

The New York Financial Chronicle says 
What for the week ending Friday evening, 
the total receipts have reached 271,799 bales, 
against 276,876 bales last week, 251,180 
Dales the previous week and 238,745 bales 
three weeks since, making the total receipts 
since the Ist of September, 1886, 1,454,637 
bales, against 1,085,318 bales for the same 
period of 1886, showing an increase since 
September 1, 1887, of 369,319 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
176,848 bales, of which 88,266 were to Great 
Britain, 11,998 to France and 76,554 to the 
rest of the continent. The imports into 
continental ports have been 30,000 bales. 
There has been an increase in the cotton in 
gight to-night of 401,816 bales as compared 
with the same date of 1886, an increase of 
391,284 bales as compared with the corre- 
sponding date of 1S85 and an increase of 
213.511 bales as compared with 1884, 

The old interior stocks have increased 
@uring the week 42,076 bales and are 41,600 
bales more than at the same period last 
year. The receipts at the same towns have 
been 4,517 bales more than the same week 
last year, and since September 1 the re- 
ceipts at all the towns are 194,708 bales 
mnore than for the same time in 1886. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1887, are 1,660,507 bales; 
in 1886 were 1,222,779 bales; in 1885 were 
1,265,762 bales. Although the receipts at 
the outports the past week were 271,799 
bales, the actual movement from plantations 
Was 521,919 bales, the balance going to in- 
crease the stocks at the interior towns. Last 
year the receipts from the plantations for 
the same week were 308,487 bales, and for 
3885 they were 303,754 bales, : 

The increase in amount in sight tonight, 
as compared with last year, is 460,555 bales,

bales, and the increase over 1884 is 

423,922 bales. The total sales for forward 

delivery for the week are 903,700 bales. For

The Chronicle’s weather reports indicate 
that in general picking continues to make 
good progress, although atafew points there 
has been some interruption by rain. The 
crop is being marketed freely. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
has continued active throughout most of the 
week under review, and prices have made 
some further advance; the opening was 
weak. The bulls apparently ‘‘let go to get 

better hold,’’ foron Tuesday, after the 
effect of a lower Liverpool report had ex- 
pended itself, they began buying again with 
much freedom, without other active influ- 
ence in their support than that which might 
be derived from a violent storm in the east- 
ern guif states (afterwards moving north- 
east), and on Wednesday there was renewed 
buoyancy, following a marked advance at 
Liverpool. 

Thursday, an early decline in the face of 
astronger Liverpool report was followed by 
a fresh advance, most decided in the early 
months.

The present 
temper of the northwest is such that a very 
small effort on the part of any of the Pied- 
mont states would draw thousands upon 
thousands of first-class settlers this way, 
and they would come in a rush, When 
people are tired of fighting the forces of 
nature it is an easy matter to persuade them 
to come where both man and nature stand 
ready to aid them.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE, 


General John Sevier. 

Epitrors ConstTITuTIon : About three months 
azo there appeared in the columns of THE ConsTI- 
TUTION the following, copied from the Montgomery 
Advertiser: 

About twenty miles from this city, in sight of the 
Western railroad, is a little grave containing all 
that was mortal of John Sevier, one of the greatest 
men Tennessee ever produced. He was buried on 
ground now the property of Mr. J. W. Walker. 

Sevier was no ordinary map. His whole life was 
devoted to public affairs, and he was in discharge of 
an important migsion in this state, when he was 
taken sick and died at Fort Decatur. His relatives 
and friends now propose to remove the remains to 
Knoxville or Chattanooga, and there erect a monu- 
ment in honor of his memory. Hon, W. Crutchtield, 
of Chattanooga, thinks Chattanooga the most ap- 
propriate place, and says: 

Sevier, in his military career, conquered the Cher- 
okees at the junction of the Etowah and Oosta- 
naula, just southof Rome. He drovethe Running 
Water, Nickajack and Chickamauga tribes across 
the Lookout mountain, whipped Iuka onexactly the 
same ground over which Hooker moved below ‘‘the 
Point’ when;,he compelled Bragg to witndraw from 
the mountain top. This, within plain view of the 
site of the c.ty, then a wildernms8;, was Sevier’s last 
battle with the Indians, the result forcing them to 
sue for peace. You can fiud no more suitable place 
for this great man’s monument than in the city 
which stands in full view of his last and most ef- 
fective battle against savages and for civilization. 

Whether his remains continue to be in Alabama 
or are removed to Tennessee, the old statesman and 
warrior deserves a monument recounting the deeds 
he has performed for the state and country. : 

Since the appearance of the above extract in the 
CONSTITUTION, several letters have been received by 
relatives of General Sevier (the Underwoods of this 
city, and Wylys of your city), asking that efforts be 
n ale to locate the .Cene of the battle here men- 
tioned, as taking place near Rome. Considerable 
effort has been made inthat direction recently, at 

he request of friends and relatives who propose to 
erect a monument tothe memory of Geneial John 
Sevier. The following pleasing incident from the 
Rome Daily Tribune will perhaps throw some light 
on the subject: 
INDIAN RELICS PRESENTED TO MRS. PRESIDENT CLEVE- 
LAND, 

Various little souvenirs of Rome and the Chero- 
kee section were fixed up for the president and his 
wife had they stopped in Rome long enough to have 
received them. Master Jamie Nevin was deter- 
mined to get his work in, and was perhaps the only. 
one who succeeded. Through the kindness of Cap- 
tain E. T. Gilliam, ofthe city police force, a card 
was presented to Mrs. President Cleveland, as the 
car passed along, with Indian relics attached, and 
bearing the following : 

INSCRIPTION: 

“Indian relics, arrowheads and pottery, picked 
up off the field between Myrtle Hill and Mont Alto, 
near where the junction of the Ettowah and Oos- 
tanaula rivers form the Coosa, at Rome, Ga., the 
home of John Ross, chief of the Cherokee Indians, 
and supposed to be the scene of the Lattle between 
General John Sevier and the Cherokees. Presented 
to Mrs. President Cleveland by Jamie B, Nevin, 
from his collection of Indian relics,’’ 

Jamie Nevin has a large collection of Indian 
relics—tomahawks, sp2arheads, arrowheads, club- 
heads, pottery, skin dressers, etc., gathered from the 
field mentioned above, and the sons of Captain R. 
P. Nixonand others living near the place, bave 
gathered over 3,000 arrowheads and other relics off 
this same field. 

It is historical that Governor John Sevier fough 
the Indians at the juiction of the rivers, and hence 
this has been located as the spot by some of the 
Rome boys. From the great number of arrow heads 
and Indian weapons found here on the field, it is 
not unlikely that the boys are correct in locating 
this spot asan Indian battle-ground. A great many 
of these arrow heads and weapons were found just 
afier the freshet of 1886 had washed off the top sur- 
face of the field. The place is known as the Pen- 
nington farm, and is now owned and occupied by 
Captain R. P. Nixon, whose sons George and Pen- 
nington have —_— red and preserved a large cabi- 
net of these Indian relics. | 

Feeling assured of the interest your readers of the 
Cherokee section take in anything relating tothe 
Indians, whose happy hunting grounds and whose 
broad and fertile fields we now occupy, (by means 
foul or fair, as the case may ve), is my reason for 
addressing you this communicatjon.

The Georgia Central has had control of the Port 
Royal and Western Carolina road tor « m> time, and 
it was generally regarded as an important feeder of 
that road. Running from Spartanburg to Port al 
via Angusta, with branch lines to simuiler Carolina 
towns, the road was regarded as an important 
line, and valuable to the great system of which it 
wasafeeter.

A. curious fact is brought to light by Cap- 
tain Dean-Pitt’s valuable record of ‘‘Long Distance 
Rides..”’ Itis that the men who were engaged in 
this severe work seem to gain weight instead of 
losing it. Thisis especially noticeable in the case 
of Lieutenant Broadwood’s ride from Bangalore to 
Mysore, and the care and thoroughness with which 
that officer’s report has been drawn up guarantee 
the figures to be perfectly reliable. 

Out cf twelye men who made the march only two 
lost weight by it; two weighed in at the same 
weight as when they started, and the remaining 
eight all gained. Now, itis well known- that men 
in hard training often go up in weight. but this is 
popularly accounted for on the ground that the 
superfluous tissue they get rid of is replaced by 
heayier muscle. 

The Mysore march, however,lasted only twodays, 
in which time no physiological change of the 
kind could have been set up; and, moreover, the 
weather (it was the 13th and 14th of March) is said 
to have been very hot.

Then Murders Him in 
Cold = Blood, 


From the Lelsure Hour, 

We were bound for Courmayeur, an Alpine. 
resort at the foot of Mont Blanc, tour thousand 
feet above the sea, and the drive from Aosta 
repeats on a grander scale the scenery of the 
lower half of the valley. We follow the river 
between rocks and ravines,vine-covered 8 
ruined castles, picturesque brown-roofed vil. 
lages and groves of chestnut and walnut. The 
country seats of the Aostan nobility 
stern medzval strongholds, set about 
with flowers and ornamental shrubs, and 
the royal hunting-lodge- of La Sarre, 
throw a note of modern luxury amid the wilg 
surroundings. Soon the valley draws into 
Savage gorge, and the snow-peaks cluster 
thickly ahead. To the left, through the open. 
ing of another valley, we have a passing sight 
of the Grivola’s sharp white cone, buttressed 
by purple crags. Atthe next turn yawns a 
dark gully delving into the heart of the Cogne 
mountains, and at its mouth, on an isolated 
peak, stand the castle of Montmayeur. 

| 1 his was the nest of a turbulant brood, 
whose device was “‘Unguibus et rostro,” and 
the following legend tells how the head of the 
house lived up to his motto, somewhere about 
the middle of the fifteenth century. Count 
Montmayeur generally dwelt in Savory, where 
he owned large estates. Part of these landg 
were claimed;by kinsmen,and after much fierce 
dispute the matter was laid before the senate 
of Chambery.

THE SPIRITS’ POWER. 


Sermon of Bishop Alpheus W. Wilson, of the 
M. E. Church, 


When the hour of 11 o’clock arrived, yester- 
terday, the basement of the courthouse was filled to 
its utmost seating capacity. Bishop Wilson is a fa- 
vorite with church-goers, and the fact that he, 
as supervisor of foreign miss on fields, had just re- 
turned from China and Japan, aided, materially, in 
swelling the number of hisauditors. Bishop Wilson 
speaks with emphasis and unstudied grace. His 
opening prayer wasa model cne in its simplicity 
and sweetness, 

Ife read as the morning lesson selectiors from the 
67th chapter of Psalms and 10th chapter of Acts, 

The singing fell upon the senses like a benign of 
atin and. love, charming, arousing and com- 

orting. 

Bishop Wilson announced as his text these words 
from the 16th, 17th and isth verses of the second 
chapter of Acts: 

‘But this is that which was spoken by the prophet 
Joel; aud it shall come to pass in the Jast days, saith 
God, I will pour out of My Spirit upon all flesh: and 
your sons and your daughters shall prophesy, and 
your young men shall see visions and your old men 
shall dream dreams; and on my servants aud on 
my hand maidens I will pour out in those deys of 
iny Spirit; and they shall prophesy.” 

ihis, said B.shop Wilson, was the prophet’s defi- 
nition ofa seriesof events connected with the sac- 
rifice, resurrection and <s_ension of Christ, the out- 
come of a long lize of providential movements 
which were the fultllment of prophesy in all its 
forms. The pentacost was inexplicable to the 
world. The men upon whom the spirit’s power fell 
were not men of note or renown, They were only 
noted by their association with Christ. They were 
not recognized for their learning or cultivation. 
Afe: the crucifixion the disciples dispersed and 
did not assemble formally. After Christ’s ascension 


they gathered in a _ private room. There 
was no advertisements of their plans 
for he future. They had = exercised 


the power to wait. They tarried at Jerusalem wait- 
ing tor the’fulfillment of prophecy. Suddenly there 
was a sound as of a mighty rushingwind. I do not 
think it disturbed the atmosphere, and yet it yweut 
out in Jerusealem and made itself heard. The 1e- 
ple of Jerusalem came jnquiring: ‘‘What is this?’ 
The discipies were speaking in many tongues which 
few understood, and those that did so were amazed 
at such an effect upon such men. Those who did 
not understand said: ‘These men are drunken,”’ 
while those that did, replied: “They speak on our 
tongues the wonderiul works of God.”’ 

Peter said this was the fulfillment of prophesy, 
the consummate prophesy of Joel, a declaration of 
the highest and best estate God called men to. It 
was intended to be understood that this fulfillment 
of this propbesy was that nothing more remained 
for God to do tor man. 

Prophesy was the -fore-announcement based on 
the tinal purpose of God and tbe possibilities of man. 
It was the premonition of the history of the world’s 

ToOrTESS, 

Prophesy was not an inecidentof any time. Itis 
incorporated in the life of the world, imbedded as 
much in the fiber of human history,as history itself. 

Prophesy is not susceptible of private interpreta- 
tion. It is wrought into the life of the world and 
sustains as intimate a relation to the world that his- 
tory does, 

The events thus defined by prophesy was the cul- 
mination of allthat gone before. All before looked 
forward tothis event; all since points back to1t. The 
world starts here. The cross and the penticost 
stands side by s‘de. Both are expressions of the 
Deity, constituting the center of the world’s life 
and hope—the last and best that God can do for

man. Man is God’s native dwelling place. His 
body is a temple for-the indwelling of the Holy 
Sptrit. 

Corruption eats away all that is best in hnman 
life. If man allows the spirit of corruption to «nter 
the door of his heart it will sap the foundation of 
his characier and blight all his hopes. 

Wea a spirit antayonistic to purity, and favora- 
ble to base desires, low ambitions, and unchaste 
sentiments rules a community, or a government, 
the hope of the community or nation is gone. When 
Rome fell into luxary, vice and immorality devel- 
oped little by little until its legions fell like feath- 
ers before the wind, and Rome went down in cor- 
ruption and death. The only hope of the nation is 
the spirit of purity God gives. 

The spirit takes the weak and the perverted un- 
derstanding and by a touch sets it in right array, 
and informs him of what relation the world bears to 


God and to eternity. The power of the 
spirit appears at the outset. Men 
who ter now stand up and 
boldly preach Christ and him crucified. Derided 


before, they are pow nerved and ready to dare and 
do anything for God. 

Paul finds in Christ an exhibition of God’s power. 
The power that raished - Christ is the force that 
maintains the gospel against the forces of earth. 
Nothing is excluded that is needed for man’s high- 
est and best estate for time and eternity. Godrends 
forth hisspirit enabling man to cry out “Abba 
father.”’ Ate 

Note that this definition is a declaration or proph- 
esy of God’s purpose and power. Itis not incident 
to or the outcome of human history. Itis the on- 
ward progress by working not by natural 
law in the spiritual world, but by spiritual law in 
the natural world, God isin all, through all, over 
al] and above all. 

The Divine power is directing the progress of the 
human race. The Spirit at pefitecost came to abide 
with us furever. Itisat work in the midst of the 
people for alltime. The forces ofevil are greater 
than the forces of good on earth. More than three- 
fourths of the .world are wedded to abominations 
and idolatry hateful toGod. Over the surface of 
humanity the devil hasreign. If there is a chanze 
in any nation, it is because the gospel of Christ has 


come in. If we would conquer oe os 
uur faith must restop the purpose gud power oO 
¢ d vice of all, faith in God’s bitrpose and power 


to achieve the victory. 

There is no civilization in any land but which is 
working evil, only evil and that ng eye: unle:s 
the power of God is manifested in his gospel in their 
midst. Civilization forced opium down Chinese 
throats. Civilization, without the elevating infiu- 
ence of Christianity, plants bitterness and alienat- 
tion of feeling. 

Are ali educatei men Christians? Now and then 
we find an educated man like Paul, who find all 
their sources of light in the Gospel. Education 
never saved a soul from death or corruption. 

We admit to our households magazines and other 
periodicals containing the elemeats and principles 
of paganism, which they seek to propagate as the 
ethics of the gosyel. 

E juecation will not do the work. The gift of God’s 
spirit alone, expressive of His purpose and power 
can doit. You can e @ man from Zululand, 
Kamkatska, Asia or the South Sca Islands, who 
never hada conception of God, and elevate him by 
the revelation of His spirit. God’s process insures the 
best results and gives a guarantee that His purpose 
shall be fulfilled. Thirty years ago there resided in 
the Fejee Islands a race of caniabals, the most de- 
graded on earth. They had no letters and were sur- 
rounded by no _ civyilizing influences. Today 
that islandisthe home of a thoroughly Christian 

wople. 30,000 poste are church going people. 
There is a church for ory inhabitant. ey send 
out colonies every year. Ifthe spirit can take such 
people and make them sons of God there is hope for 
the world, 

A new nature and life is assured to every one that 
believes in G We are purified by God’s process 
until fitted for our eternal abode and association 
with God's first born sons.
